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In May 1950 Machi passed from the control of SK.ELD into that of George 
Karantzas, @ professional jourmlist, who we supporting it financially. 
Karantzas. however, continued the political line of SK.EID, and the prin. 
cipal articles were written by Alexander Svolos and Elias Tsirimokos, the 
leaders of SK-SLD, Because of the smal cireuletion of the paper, it ws 
impossible to cover the cost of publication, and Karantzas lost his mceney 
and gave the paper back to S&ELD, 


In spite of the efforts mde by SK-ELD, the party bas net succeeded in 
obtaining any considerable finane4al support for the peper aside fron 
small contributions wade by certain members of the party and by certain 
synpathizers. Macht is thus again threatened with the possibility of 
having to stop mblication, since each weekly edition means a loss to 
OR.ELD of about 2,000,000 Arachma. 


The problem of what to do about Machi continues to engage the earnest 
attention of the General Council of SK-ELD, Pansciotis Skourictis ; who 
is convinced that without a party newspaper SK~ELD ig condemed to nothing 
mt academic diseussions, suggested thet SK-ELD try something like the 
Commmist publishing corporation Nea Vivida (New Bocks). Me obtained 
f¥om the Ministry of National Eecnomy a copy of the charter of the 

Hea "ivija eompeny and studied it carefully, He then recommended to the 
General Couneil of SK-ELD the founding of a publishing corporation to be 
called Nea Koinonia (New Society), which would issue shares of stock and 
bonds. SKELD thus could ask its members and sympathizers in Greece to 
subserihe te stock and to buy its bonda « and it could alse ask the 
Socialist Parties of Europe. as well as sympathizers in Anericoz, to buy 
shares, The General Council of SK.ELD has not yet made any decision 
weparding this propesal, 


Skouriotis dees not believe that there is any other way of obtaining 
financial support for Machi. nor does he believe that Tstrimckos has 


had any success in obtaining direct ald throuch his appeal to the 
British Labor Party. 
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
